Dr. Brinkley was sit- 
ting at the writing a prescrip- 
tion for the woman when a few mo- 
ments after she had entered the office 
the first shot rang out. 

Hid Weapon in Handbag. 

When the first shot was fired the 
vicious magazine gun was in the wom- 
glass support in the desk and tearing 
through its side, crashing a heavy 
galss support in the desk and tearing 
away a portion of the prescription pad. 
That the attack was unexpected was 
evident. Either one the last two 
shots reached vital One crash- 
ed through the physician's brain and 
the other pierced his heart. 

Dr. Brinkley was a Virginian, com- 
ine to Savannah from Suffolk several 
years ago.

AS TROT SUBSTITUTE 


A warmer dance from a ‘cooler re- 
gion is destined to supersede the tur- 
key trot if the suggestion of Dr. Fred- 
erick As Cook, claimant to the honor 
of the first discovery of the North 
Pole, who spent Monday in Atlanta, is 
followed. 

The name of this dance, according 
to Dr. Cook, is—well, it’s spelled this 
way, a-n-g-i-k-o-t-i-n, pronounce it to 
suit yourself. 

As he glanced up. from 
of The Constitution, which he was 
reading at the Aragon hotel Monday 
afternoon, Dr. Cook smiled whimsical- 
ly and said: 

“The turkey trot, I see, has gained a 
little headway in Dixie. You probably 
have an occasional protest against it 
here, as elsewhere. I was just won- 
dering what they would say if some 
one should introduce the ‘angikotin.’ 

“*aAngikotin?” Oh, of course—excuse 
me! Why, the ‘angikotin’ is the most 
popular of all Eskimo dances. Trans- 
lated into English, it is “the medicine 
darice.’ 

“The ‘angikotin’ has the turkey trot 
backed entirely off the boards. It is 
accepted in the very best Eskimo so- 
cial eircles, though, for it is a tra- 
ditional dance with them. 

“The ‘angikotin’ is a dance, perhaps 
a little more extreme than the turkey 
trot, and does not require nearly 
much dance hall space. As a matter 
of fact, standing room is all that 
necessary, as the feet do not figure 
strongly in the dance. As the fat lit- 
tle Eskimo men and women dance it 
they chant a weird sort of song, which 
gives an added thrill.”

PANSES GOUNEIL 


Committée of Ten, Alderman 
Maddox Chairman, Is Ap- 
pointed to Consider All 
Amendments to Ordinance. 


The Ashley ordinance, known as the 
law,’ was conditionally 
passed by council yesterday afternoon, 
after Councilman Claude L Ashley, its 
author, and Albert Thomson made vig- 
orous appeals against delaying the 
measure any longer. 

Sudden opposition was 
Alderman James W. Maddox, of the 
fifth ward; Alderman F. J. Spratling 
of the seventh, and Alderman James B 
Everett, of the fourth ward. They 
protested against the passage of the 
law on the ground that they had not 
been given sufficient time to study it. 

Ordinance Taken From Table.

White 

In the face of conflicting expressions 
from prominent democrats in congress 
as to the necessity for currency reform 
during the present session, it 1s the

GOVERNMENT RAILWAYS 
FAVORED FOR ALASKA 


Washington, June 16.—President 
Wilson today gave his approval to @ 
plan for immediate legislation author- 
izing the construction of government 
railroads in Alaska. In a conference 
with Senator Pitman, chairman of the 
senate territories committee, the presi- 
dent in general terms approved a bill 
that had been agreed upon by the com- 
mittee earlier in the day; and express- 
ed his willingness that the measure 
should be urged upon the immediate 
attention of congress, if any measures 
outside of tariff and currency reform 
are to be considered. 

The revised Alaskan Dill, as it will 
be introduced into the senate tomor- 
row by Senator Chamberlain, leaves 
the entire control of constructive work 
to the president. The committee today 
eliminated the provision for a special 
commission to construct the roads and 


authorized the government to develop 
and control the coal flelds In te ter- 
ritory. A bond issue of $40,000,000 
would be authorized for the railroad 
development and provision. would be 
made for the Panama canal machinery 
in the construction work.

He 
introduce a bill this sum- 
mer for the elimination of 
all grade crossings from the state by 
the railroads within a period of years. 

Mr. Field thinks that fifteen years 
will be ample time in which to al- 
low the rallroads to abolish grade 
crossings. He says that he does not 
believe in radical legislation on the 
subject or such a law as would prove 
oppressive to the railroads, but, in his 
opinion, the railroads could save 
enough money in damage suits result- 
ling from accidents from grade cross- 
ings to more than pay for their to- 
tal abolition in fifteen years. 

It is not Mr. Field’s idea that the 
elimination of grade crossings should 
be left to the discretion of the rail- 
road commission. He would have,a 
date fixed when all grade crossings 
in the state must be done away with. 
He not determined exactly just 
how long should be allowed, but he 
thinks that fifteen years are more 
than sufficient. 

Railroads Should Pay. 

As to the cost of the abolition of 
grade Mr. Field would have 
that borne by the rallroads. He ar- 
Sues that those who own the ‘prop- 
erty should be required to pay for im- 
proving it. By requiring that a cer- 
tain number of grade crossings be 
done away with each year and ex- 
tending the time for the complete 
elimination, the representative thinks 
that the burden will scarcely be felt
